Wasbimotok, Feb. 84. —The Post says: 
IW seven legislative days now has Mr. 
Bland straggled in vain to secure a 
voting quorum in the house for the 
adoption of the previous question, 
so that debate may be «lo*ed 
upon the seigniorage Mil, which 
he ia anxious to have passed. 
During the whole of this time there 
has net been a moment when a call of 
the house did not disolose the presenee 
of anywhere from tU> to 87B members 
In other words from SO to 100 men have 
sat silent during the call when their 
votes were wanted. If this was the 
first time such a scene bad been wit- 
nessed, there might be less ualverssl 
and persistent criticism. 

The fsct is, however, that even to 
pass a tariff bill to which the demo- 
cratic party was pledged a warrant 
of arrest had to be issued for ab- 
sentees* because members la the 
house refrained from voting, and 
still more recently the effort to 
adopt a back-handed resolution in 
support of the administration's Ha- 
waiian policy led to several wasted 
days, becauMi men who did net favor 
the resohition broke the 
deed, it has become a < 
nowadays on trivial matter* for a disaf- 
fected minority to oombine together 
for silence, and make their presence 
known only in calling attentien to the 
lack of a quorum a la«k made possible 
by their own failure to be reeorded. 
Something, therefore, must lie done if 
the house is not to be rendered antirely 
impotent. The republicans, of coarse, 
are quick to sug^wt a remedy. "Fol- 
low Mr. Reed," they say, "anti eeant a 
quorum "
